Tlio
lecture was 1111 exceedingly interesting
narrative of a journey across the plains of
(he far West in ISO",, where the speaker
went in search of health. His deseript ions
of the scenery on the way, the life of the
"migrant-'- , the conflicts with the Indians,
the life, religion, home and customs of the
Mormons were most entertainingly nnd
graphically presented. The lecture was
in every respect a complete success and
the effort has added to the already high
literary reputation of Mr. MeUuflVy.
We give below such extracts as our space
will permit. Of the trip across the plains
Mr. McCiufl'ey says:

Rude nnd toilsome is the weary march
of the Westward bound traveler, full of
peril and hardship, but. free and vigorous
and well calculated to keep eye, limb and
arm ever on the ulert and develops to the
full that Uieli!iess of resource aud indom-
itable endurance under toil and labor,
which is a characteristic of the
American people. The mode of travel
presents but little variety. Every morn-
ing, in the pale light of early dawn, the
:'!!'!!! shonr. of Hip whl'oii master
summons us half asleep from our blanket
couches on the ground or under wagon
covers, and amid the struggling, wrang-
ling and cursing which accompanies the
yoking of the o.xeu, we see the sun rise in
beauty beyond the horizon over the homes
we have ieft bo far behind. As his beams
grow fiercer the train moves slowly on,
the wagou master riding in front to see
that the way is clear aud to look out for
water and grass for the next encampment,
the wagons trailing out in single lile
behind.

HOW INDIANS KIOIiT.
The style of warfare of the Indian is at

once peculiar cowardly and effective. The
most vigilant eye can rarely detect his
stealthy form except in the moment of at-

tack, swooping suddenly out from behind
some neighboring bluff, the painted war-
riors mounted on their swift Indian ponies
rush down on the startled train, riding in
curves and circles, so as to bailie the aim
of the emigrant, and uttering most savage
yells in theendeavor to stampede the stock.

The drivers, taken unawares and encum-
bered with (lit care of their teams, are able
for a lew moments to offer no effectual or
organized resistance, while in the
mean time showers of In-di- au

arrows aud bullets come mingling
with their cavage cries. Is a gun or pis-

tol pointed at one of them.the wily savage
drops behind his horse's side, and cling-
ing by leg and arm continues to discharge
deadly missels from under his horse's
nek. In a few moments either the aui-tna- ls

of the caravan are stampeded and
running frantically in every direction over

hp nririe. or the the nttemnt is over, the
travelers are formiDg corral, or Hocking
together at the point of dancer, aud the
red skin, fearing the brunt of battle, has
wheeled out on the prarie beyond rille
reach, and Secure of pursuit, unless unus-c.- al

desperation or overwhelming odds
should tempt him, as is sometimes tlie
case, to dare the chances of a prolonged en-

was much chagrined to learn, after "reg-
istering" his name was gone through with,
that it would be necessary for hlni to as
sume the picturesque costume worn by the
prisoners. .But when lie found that it was
a more than "military necessity." lie sub-

mitted with the best grace possible under
the circumstaneejand likewise to a clean
shave at the hands of the tonsorial artist of
this eleemosynary institution which he will

with his presence for half a decade,
frace interviewed by a reporter of the
Nashville JJannrr, and iu response to an
inquiry as to how he took his imprison-
ment, replied that he bore it with

CHRISTIAN-L- I IE FATIEN'CK,
saying that he had his choice either to be
imprisoned in jail or iu the penitentiary.
He chose the latter, because he did not
wish to be confined Iu jail to wither as a
rose without the sunlight. He desired to
be in a place where he might get occasion-
al glimpses of the glorious orb of day, if
not to bask in it. Sunlight wa n henefl
cial to man as to a shrub or a plant, and
without it he could rot hope to enjoy the
fullness of good health. There in tlio
penitentiary he had discovered that lie
would have not only the sunlight, but
good, fresh air. He did not desire to grow
weak, but rather to increase his physical
strength. Though he was sentenced to
confinement, and not to hard labor, he
would, nevertheless, volunteer to perform
some duty which would not only conduce
to his health, but have a tendency to re-

lieve him of the tedium which might
ensue from prison life.

A LITERARY TASTE MANIIEbTKU.
When not thus engaged he would devote

himself to reading that he might forget, iu
the jerusal of good- - and wholesome hooks,
his deprivation of the great boon of liberty,
and while he attended to his physical wel-
fare he would not tercet his moral nnd
spiritual well being. He inclined to His-

toric and religious books, and had that day
sent an order to the Methodist Publishing
House for the following works : Catacombs
of Borne, Glimpses of Heaven, Hope for
the Fallen, History of Mosts, Napoleon
Bonaparte,NotableVomen of Olden Time,
and History of tlie Patriarchs.

Before reading a history he studied thor-
oughly the geography of the country about
which he intended to read. He had never
read a novel, chewed tobacco or drank
whisky. He was not as much affected now
at bis imprisonment as he was when the
charges were first brought against him,
and a thousand and one rumors circulated
to his great discredit.
